FOUNDATION OF BUILDING WAY 
BELOW WATER LEVEL. 


Latest New York Giant Among 
Structures Will Tower Forty-three 
Stories Above the Pavement and 
Sink Its Roots More Than Fifty 
Feet Beneath Them.

NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—[Exclusive 
Dispatca.] The proposed forty-three 
story building at No. 50 Broadway 
marks the beginning of a new move- 
ment in skyscraper construction, tor 
six stories will be under ground, and 
they have already been rented on a 
long lease for a total, rental. of 
$1,000,000. 

It will be constructed at a cost of 
$3,875,000 of white enameled brick and 
terra cotta and will be 536 feet 6 
inches tall, the tallest single, com- 
pact building in the city. And in 
view of the probable action of New 
York to limit the height of buildings, 
it will, according to Mr. Hazlett, be 
the last of skyscrapérs in New York. 
The Singer and Metropolitan buildings 
alone in the city tower higher than

POLICE AND PRISONS. 

At tha close of the year the police 
force consiated of 232 men. There were 
6075 arrests and 473} convictions, and 
of the latter 443% were for misdemean- 
ors and hinety-eighty for felony. At 
the close of the year 108 felony con- 
iets Were in the penitentiary and 
seventy-two had been discharged. 
Prisoners were employed on public im- 

ents, such as the construction 
* repair of roads and streets, and 
accomplished work to the value of $14,- 
856.65, computed on a basis of 10 cents 
per hour. The cost of guarding, sub- 
sisting and clothing prisoners so em- 
ployed was 775.74 ' 


In civil cases 18% writs of process 
were served by the Chief of Police 
in his capacity as marshal. He is also 
warden of the penitentiary and Cor- 
oner of the Canal Zone, in which lat- 
ter capacity he investigated 149 deaths. 

SCHOOLS. , 

Bchools were maintained for white 
children at eleven places and for col- 
ored children at fifteen places, along 
the line o fthe canal. In the former 
721 pupils were enrolled and in the lat- 
ter 2146. New school buildings were 
completed at Ancon, Paraiso, Culebra, 
Empire (2). Las Cascades, Bas Obispo, 
Gatun, Cristobal and Colon Beach. 

SANITATION. 


If, with the shifting character of 
the population, the death and sick 
rate can be taken as a criterion for 
general health conditions, they have 
been considerably improved, for with 
an average of 45.057 names on the pay 
rolls tae death rate per thousand was 
18.32, less than half that of the pre- 
vious year. For the white force, tak 
en at an average of 12,658, given by 
the pay rods, the rate was 15.4 per 
thousand, and with a force of blacks 
averaged’ at 30.999, the death rate was 
19.48 per thousands, less than half that 


are still living, the search of the va- 
rious workings goes on with the 
greatest possible energy and without 
regard to expense. Because of gas 
and other dangers, it will, in all prob- 
ability, be several days before the last 
room is opened. 

Fifty-two bodies had been brought 
to the surface before 1 o'clock this 
morning.

When he left the mine, he ud thirty- 
four bodies had been recovered, of 
which thirteen had been fully identi- 
fied. The company, he said, could 
only account for 138 men in tae mine 
at the time ot tac explosion. 
Searches already made convince 
those on the scene that all are dead. 
The only man who escaped from the 
mine after the explosion, Kari Elin- 
ger, sustained serious injuries. 

MORE DEAD. 

A number of other bodies Save been 
located in the workings and are be- 
ing brought out as rapidiy as pos- 
bis. At the present rate of work 
nearly 100 bodies will have been taken 
out by daylight and it is now hoped 
that most of those remaining will 
have been found by evening. 

The bodies are all horribly mutilated 
and a number of them dismembered. 

DEATH LIST GROWS. . 

There is little doubt that the death 
Met will reach at least 138 men. Om 
cilals of the company who last night 
stated that not over 125 had been 
killed, tonight admit that 138 men 
went down the shaft to work yesterday 
morning. According’ to miners and 
others familiar with the number of 
men generally employed in the mine, 
the death list will exceed the com- 
pany's estimate by at least fifty. 

It is possible that the exact number 
of men killed will never be known. 
Arms, legs or heads were missing from

New countries are chiefly concerned with getting 
rid of the forests. Such was our case until recently. 
Japan is seeking to support her people in part by de- 
forestation, exporting woods worth $1,250,000 a 
year. Railroad people on this Coast are getting 
“ties” in Japan. For years Brazil will cut the for- 
ests with apparent wantonness. 

In old countries the effort is to conserve the for- 
ests. France and Germany spend $5,000,000 to 
$6,000,000 a year each in keeping up 
areas of those countries. The business is profita- 
ble, as it returns about three dollars for each one 
laid out. The policy is also successful in main- 
taining the forest area in its full extent. Private 
enterprise aids the government, a tree being planted 
for each one cut, and every nook and corner of 
ground, such as usually goes to waste in America, 
is planted to a treé, or half a dozen of them. 

In the table India is not given separately. There 
are to be found vast forests which the British gov- 
ernment works, 
of $144,000,000 a year, at a net profit of $3,300,000. 
The 300,000,000 native people take, besides, such 
timber as they need, free. 

The United States, with its forest area so greatiy 
depleted, has two sources of almost untouched sup- 
ply, which will be of great advantage in the future.

OOD ORANGE WEATHER. 


The prevailing weather is ideal from the ov ange 


grower's point of view. The generous rain put the 
soil in perfect condition and washed the trees clean 
of the summer dust. With plenty of moisture in 


the ground the fruit will fill out and be deliciously 


juicy. The sharp cold with just a touch of frost 


at night since the rain cleared off, with the bright 


sun in the daytime, will cause the fruit to take on 
a high color and will turn the juice to sugar. 


All this is very timely. For the next ten days 
there will be a big movement of oranges for hoii- 
day trade. It takes from twelve to twenty days to 


get the shipments on the market. 


The holiday trade absorbs a large number of cars 
of California oranges. The country depends on the 


home crop for a supply, and as far east as Chi- 
cago, California fills mogt of the demand. This 
holiday trade is usually good because satisfactory 
prices prevail. 

Here in the home of the orange we do not use the 
fruit at table much until about the end of January. 
Possibly at the East the demand is not so much for 
actual consumption as for decorative purposes. A

For about seven months few topics will hold 
public interest more closely than the tariff.

INTERNATIONAL PARCEL POST. 

Since my last annual report parcel- 
post conventions have been negotiated 
with the Netherlands, effective July 1, 
1908; U y, effective July 1. 1908; 
Italy. effective August 1. 1908; France, 
effective August 15, 1908; and Austria, 
peffective January 1, 1909; and the par- 
cel-post rate of 20 cents a pound to 
Bolivia, Chile, Ecuador, and Peru has 
been reduced to 12 cents a pound, now 
the uniform parcel-post rate to all 
countries and colonies with which this 
department has concluded parcel- post 
conventions. 

The t of the parcel-post malle 
dispatched from the United States was 
968.513 pounds, consisting of %50,484 
parcels, and the weight of the parcel- 
post malls received was 584,667 pounds, 
consisting of 200.660 parcels. . Of the 
total weight of parcels dispatched, 211.,- 
199 pounds were for Europe and con- 
sisted of 161,117 parcels, and of the to- 
tal weight of parcels received, 435.162 
pounds were from Europe and consist- 
ed of 145,123 parcels. The parcel-post 
affords the only means, other than by 
the payment of letter postage, for the 
exchange of packages of merchandise 
(except bona fide trade samples) by 
mall between different countries.

SECOND-CLASS MAIL. 

The ordinary rate on this class of 
matter is 1 cent per pound, bulk 
weight, from one point to any other 
within our own territory and insular 

ons, and to Mexico and Cuba. 

The report of the special weighings 
of the mail under authority of Con- 
gress from July 1, 1907, to December 
II. 1907, separates mail matter and 
the revenue derived therefrom into the 
following relative proportions: 

Tirst-class mail matter contributes 
12.81 per cent. of the weigat of the 
mail carried and yields 75.74 per cent. 
of the revenue., 

Second-class mail ter contributes 
683.91 per cent. of weight of mall 
carried and yields 6.19 per cent. of 
the revenue. 

Third-class mail matter contributes 
14.61 per cent. of the weight of mail 
carried and yields 14.63 per cent. of 
the revenue. 

Fourth-class mail matter contributes 
4.79 per cent. of the weight of mail 
carried and yields 444 per cent. of the 
revenue, 

Congressional tranked matter con- 
tributes 6.37 per cent. & the weight 
of mall carried and yields no revenue. 

Departmental penalty matter con- 
tributes 3.51 per cent. of the weight 
of mail and yields no reve- 


nue. 

Second-class mall matter, tacrefore, 
contributes approximately 64 per cent. 
of the total weight of mai! carried, 
yet directly earns only about 5 per 
cent. of the revenue. It is known, 
however, that second-class matfer is 
instrumental in originating a large 
amount of other classes of mail mat- 
ter. 

The results accomplished under the 
new regulations covering second-class 
mail matter have been greater than 
were hoped for. During tae fiscal 
year the were mailed 694,865,384 
pounds of second-class matter upon 
which postage was paid at the cent- 
a-pound rate, yielding a revenue of 
$6,948,658.84, a decrease of 18,079,292 
pounds in weight and of $180,792.90 in 
revenue. Tiere Was also a net ge- 
crease of 758.974 pounds of free-in- 
county matter. For he previous five 
years there had been an average an- 
nual increase of 51,758,564 pounds of 
paid and free matter combined. This 
shows that there was a decrease of 
nearly 70,000,000 pounds of second-class 
matter as the result of only six 
months of actual experience under the 
new regulations. Tais a real 
benefit to legitimate publishers and 
resulted in taking out of the matis an 
excess of sample copies circulated for 
purely advertising purposes contrary | 
to the law granting the cent-a-pound | 
rate. 

While this decrease in the annual | 
weight of second-class matter resulted 
in a reduction of $180,000 in the reve- 
nue, ite beneficial result, if it be main- 
tained, will be reflected in a reduction 
in the cost of transportation, that will 
much exceed the reduction in revenues, 
While the new regulations have 
taken out of the mails millions of 
copies of publications not entitled, un- 
der the law. to be carried at the see- 
ond-class rate of postage, and‘ «titi 
further progress can be made by care- 
ful administration, there remain some | 
grievous abuses which can be ended 
only by legislation.

OME-MADE LIFT 
CAUSES DEATH. 


ROPE BREAKS THROWING BAR- 
REL ON MAN’S HEAD. 


Scheme to Hoist Paint Stock to 
Loft of Barn Fails and Fred Stev- 
enson Loses Life—Was Preparing 
for the Opening of a New Business 
Venture.

“Balm for Bankrupts.” 

At Temple Baptist Church yester- 
day morning, Pastor Robert J. Bur- 
dette preached on the topic, Balm for 
Bankrupts,” taking for his text Luke 
xvi, 5: “How much owest thou unto 
my Lord?” He said, in part: 

“How much owest thou? What a 
world of debtors we are! In the para- 
ble of our Lord from which the text ts 


taken, the creditor class consists of 
just one man—the rich proprietor. All 
the others were debtors, even the 


steward. There is no ‘creditor class’ in 
the Bible. The word is never men- 
tioned in the plural—never but once, 
and that is in a sermon, wherein it is 
mentioned as a thing utterly impos- 
sibie, as ‘creditors of Jehovah.’ 

“But ‘debtors’ are mentioned itr 
swarms, and in most of the cases 
where a debtor is mentioned in the 
singular, he is a heipless debtor. Four 
times ‘debtor’ is mentioned in the sin- 
gular. In one instance he has given 
a pledge to secure his debt—he is un- 
der a cut-throat mortgage. And Paul 
says, I am debtor both to the Greeks 
and Barbarians, both to wise and fool- 
ian: whole communities of creditors 
of all sorts and conditions against one 
poor Christian man. And again he 
writes to the Galatians that if a man 
refuses the liberty of Christ ‘he is 
debtor to the whole law.” The debtor 
is everywhere a tremendous majority, 
and has nevertheless no Influence what- 
ever with the administration. The 
trouble is that he isn't cdunted. He 
is not only in debt, but he is servant 
to the man he owes. Poor debtor—so 
helpless he is that Christ weaves the 
forgiveness of God to the model 
prayer, “Forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors.” That is, forgtv- 
ing a debtor is as God forgives a sin- 
ner, you and me, for. instance. 

“We are a bankrupt race. There ts 
no way whereby we can ever pay our 
debt to God. ither He lovingly for- 
gives it, or it stands against us for- 
ever. It will never be id. It is very 
hard to pay a moral obligation between 
man and man. We can pay for bor- 
rowed money; that has a market 
value. So has land. Among the old 
Jews, only poor men borrowed. Debt 
was an exceptional misfortune, always 
entitling the borrower to 
save when it was considered a pun- 
isiiment for sin.”

Why Suffering? 


Wav Does God Permit Suffering?” 
was the subject on which Rev. J. EB. 
Collom spoke tast evening at the New 
Jerusalem Christian Church. In part 
he said: Ruvils are of two kinds, pnyesi- 
cal and moral. Inseparately associated 
with there are two corresponding 
forms of suffering. Evil, with its con- 
sequent suffering, consists in a want 
of adjustment with one's circum- 
stances. As human beings our circum- 
stances are of two classes—those be- 
longing to the three kingdoms of na- 
ture, and those connected with hu- 
man society. 

“The faculties that distinguish man 


from the lower animals are free will ot 


and reason, and thus morality and re- 
ligion. The world order is designed 
to transform our thinking capacity, 
that in mind we may become images 
of divine wisdom; and the social order 
is meant to educate the affections of 
the heart, that they may become like- 
nesses of God's — 2 kindness. 

“Until the human intellect is so far 
developed as to know the order of 
nature and to adjust itself thereto, 
there must needs be great and wide- 
spread suffering. The only way to 
escape such evils is to gradually learn 
the lessons God designs. We suffer and 
prematurely die for lack of knowledge, 
nor can this science be gained except 
by thinking in accordance with the 
laws of things. 

“As the world order is meant to train 
our God-given faculty of reason, so the 
social order is designed to call forth 
and refine the sentiments of the heart. 
Moral goodness implies moral evil, 
and both are relative; for ‘we rise on 
stepping-etones of our dead selves to 
higher things.“ To find one's delight 
in living for others is the end contem- 
plated in our subjection to social dis- 
cipline, in the home, the church and 
the state. God cannot purify the heart 
and fill it with the tender mercies of 
His love without this social scheme. 

“It must therefore be evident that 
the reason why God permits suffering 
is, that without it e cannot drive 
man to thé intellectual conquest of 
nature, and thus to a sharing of His 
wisdom; nor to a life of self-denying 
service for others, and 80 to a partici- 
pation in the blessedness of His ten- 
der mercies.”

DIES ON TRIP ABROAD. 


Announces Death of Henry 

Glass at Weisbaden—Body May 

Be Brought Home, 

A cablegram yesterday morning an- 
nounced the death of Henry Glass, 
president of the Glass Bookbinding 
Company of this city, at Wiesbaden, 
Germany. 

Mr. Glass went abroad with his wife 
last May for a pleasure and health 
seeking t and spent his first month 
on the continent at Kissengen. He 
seemed to gain relief from a serious 
stomach disorder by the treatment 
there and, until a month ago, recuper- 
ated so constantly that his entire re- 
covery was expected. But a sudden re- 
lapse came and he hurried to Wies- 
baden to take treatment there. 

Letters received by his son Herman 
H. Glass, No. 126 West Forty-ninth 
street, lately indicated that his condi- 
tion was serious and that an operation 
would be necessary. Nothing more 
was received until yesterday, when his 
son received the cablegram announcing 
his father's death. 

Funeral arrangements have not been 
made. Mr. Glass has cabled to learn 
if the body is to be brought home for 
burial. 

Henry Glass was born in Germany, 
fifty-five years ago, and came to Los 
Angeles in 1875. For several years he 
was foreman of The Times bookbind- 
ery, but severed his connection to go‘ 
in the firm of Glass & Long. This 
business is now the Glass Bookbinding 
Company. 

Besides his wife he leaves a son, 
Herman H. Glass, and two daughters, 
Norma, who is with him in Wiesbaden, 
and Mrs. Emma Ritz of Tomales, 
Marin county.
